Individual collectors, especially 
those who have a flair for unusual 
arrangements and displays, will 
find the border design of a map 
the most attractive setting 
imaginable for stamps. 

In class rooms, where a num- 
ber of pupils can work at it to- 
ether, a stamp map is wonder- 
ul fun, and creates an interest 
in geography that is gratifying 
to the teacher in charge. 

As for young stamp collectors 
—those who are still in grade 
schools—it is probable that a 
stamp map could be done for 
credit as homework. In any 
case, when it is taken to school 
and placed on display, and the 
crowds gather around it, their 
exclamations of admiration and 
interest will fill the map maker 
with a glow of well-earned pride 
and pleasure. 

We warn you in advance that 
it takes from five to ten hours 
to build a stamp map. But when 
the absorbing task is completed 
and the map framed under 
glass, you will find yourself the 
possessor of an enchanting dis- 
play, a really beautiful work of 
art, that may be employed at 
home as a permanent wall deco- 
ration, or entered in philatelic exhi- 
bitions, loaned to the local school, or 
even rented to local stores as a win- 
dow exhibit of compelling interest. 


The Materials 


The materials required for a stamp 
map are the following: 


1. A map of the desired continent.

The map, map tacks, scotch tape, 
rubber cement, eraser, and art- 
board* should be obtainable 
from the local stationer or 
school supply store. If the store 
does not carry them in stock, 
it can undoubtedly get them for 
you. 

Beaver board or wall board is 
sold by art stores and lumber 
companies. Before ordering the 
wall board, by the way, you 
should know the exact size, and 
have the board cut carefully 
and squarely to the dimensions 
you specify. 

A simple, colorful map, not 
too complicated by a maze of 
place names, will be most at- 
tractive when bordered with 
stamps. Be sure that the map 
pleases you before you decide 
to use it! You may do as much 
as ten hours of work before 
your display is ready for the 
picture-framer; and when you 
finish, you do not want your 
pleasure marred by disappoint- 
ment with the original map. So 
if you cannot locate immediate- 
ly the kind of map-that satis- 
fies you, try again until you do. 

A map about 7x9 inches in 
size will probably be most satisfac- 
tory, although smaller or larger maps 
may of course be used. 

The size of the wall board naturally 
depends on the size of the map. If 
you use a 7” x 9” map, you will want 
a piece of wall-board measuring 1744” 
x 21144”. This allows about 5% inches 
of space on the top and sides of the 
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map, and almost two inches more, 
or 6% inches, at the bottom. 


The Procedure 


Now that you have all the mate- 
rials together, the first thing to do 
is to affix your map in the “optical 
center” of the wall board. Assuming 
that you wish to use a double row of 
stamps around the map, you should 
leave a margin of about 5% inches 
at the top and sides, and 6% or 7 
inches, at the bottom. 

In affixing the map to the wall- 
board, it is preferable to use not 
paste or glue, which may wrinkle the 
paper, but a rubber cement such as 
artists use, which leaves the paper 
perfectly flat. However, paste or 
mucilage may be employed if you will 
leave a heavy flat weight on the map 
for several hours afterwards, in order 
to keep the map from wrinkling. 

Now that the map is mounted on 
the wall board, you may wonder why 
everything is not in readiness for 
putting in the map tacks and arrang- 
ing the stamps. The reason is this:

attractive when you finish it, that 
you will want it framed under glass 
for permanent protection. With map 
tacks sticking up in the various coun- 
tries, the glass could not lie flat 
against the stamps, as it should, to 
told them snugly in place. 

To dissolve this difficulty we will 
need that piece of drawing board, 
exactly the size of the wall board 
and at least an eighth of an inch 
thick, which was mentioned earlier 
in this article. On the art-board draw 
with light pencil lines a rectangle 
exactly the size of your map, and in 
exactly the same relative position. 
Then neatly cut out this rectangle 
with a razor blade or sharp knife. 
(If you find this cutting out too 
difficult, you can get the picture 
framer to do it for you.) 

You now have two pieces of board: 
the wall board, with the map in its 
center; and the art-board, from whose 
center you have cut a rectangle ex- 
actly the size of the map. Lay the 
art-board down on the wall board, 
affixing it with rubber cement or 
glue, and you will have covered every- 
thing but the map. 

That leaves a new surface to put 
the stamps on—the surface of the 
art-board—in the center of which, 
countersunk an eighth of an inch, 
lies the map. With this arrangement, 
the glass will not touch the map 
tacks, yet it will lie flat and snug 
against the stamps. 

The next step is to insert a map 
tack in each stamp issuing country, 
being sure to place the tack so that 
it does not cover up anything impor- 
tant such as the name of the country 
or its capital city. An interesting 
feature at this point is to use a cer- 
tain color of tack for British Colonies, 
another for French Colonies, .and so 
on. An explanation may also be 
placed at the foot of the display,|& 
stating the meaning of the colors. 
Thus, with a map of Africa, the 
legend would read: 


e — British Countries or Colonies 
@ — French Colonies 

@ — Portuguese Colonies 

e — Italian Colonies 

© — Independent Countries 


Instead of using the black dots, of 
course, you simply insert a map tack 
of the proper color, and neatly print 
the explanation beside it. 


Arranging the Stamps 

Your map is now at its final and 
most absorbing stage—the arranging 
of the stamps. 

Before laying out the stamps, how- 
ever, you must rule two very lightly 
penciled guide lines all around the 
map, at a distance from it of two 
Be sure to 
use faint lines, because later you will 
wish to erase them. All around your 
map the owter edges of your stamps 
should line up along these guide lines. 
Turn back for a moment to the illus- 
tration and note that both rows of 
stamps have their outer edges in a 
straight line, while the inner edges 
fall wherever they will, quite irregu-

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larly. No other arrangement of 
stamps that we know of will give 
an artistic or satisfactory result. So 
rule your guide lines carefully, being 
sure that on all four sides the inner 
one” is exactly two inches, and the 
outer one exactly four inches, from 
the edges of the map. 

Now take all the stamps you are 
lanning to use, and arrange them 
oosely along the guide lines all 
around the map, trying to space them 
in proper relation to the countries to 
which they belong. When you get an 
arrangement that looks even and 
satisfactory, take five or six threads, 
loop them over map tacks, and run 
them over to the proper stamps. If 
the threads cross each other, or will 
obviously be crossed by other threads 
running to other stamps, shift the 
stamps until the threads no longer 
cross. When you have one section 
of stamps placed properly, move on 
to the next section. Work all around 
the map this way, running threads 
experimentally between the stamps 
and their countries, and shifting and 
re-shifting the stamps, until you can 
run a direct line (not crossed by 
other lines) from each stamp to the 
country to which it belongs. 

Don’t be discouraged at this point 
if several hours slide by and you get 
nowhere. The first few arrangements 
are nearly always unsatisfactory! 
There is no way to make a stamp 
map (unless you have a ready-made 
one to copy, and that’s no fun) ex- 
cept by the process which scientists 

1 “trial and error,” and which we 
would call “just fooling around until 
the thing is right.” Remember that 
part of the fun of making a stamp 
map is solving the puzzle of how to 
keep those strings from crossing each 
other! 

And you don’t have to get a per- 
fect solution. Eventually you will 
arrive at a “layout” that looks good 
enough, and if a dozen or so strings 
still stubbornly persist in crossing 
each other, it need not matter in the 
least. 

_ When the trial arrangement is sat- 
isfactory, you can begin to hitch the 
threads and fasten down the stamps. 
At the map end, the threads are tied 
around the tacks and the loose ends

cut off with a razor blade. At the 
stamp end, the threads are drawn 
tight, and anchored to the board witt 
a small piece of scotch tape, sur- 
geon’s plaster, or half a stamp hinge. 
Then the loose end of the thread is 
trimmed close. 

After you have anchored and 
trimmed each thread, hinge the stamp 
down directly over it, being sure the 
stamp belongs to the country to 
which the thread runs. While you 
are doing this, be sure that the outer 
edge of the stamp (the edge farthest 
away from the map) lines up with the 
guide line, and be sure to place the 
stamps evenly, so that they all have 
the same amount of space between 
them. 

As you go hinging your way around 
the continent, it is advisable to pause 
from time to time, standing off and 
surveying your map critically. You 
will see a number of little corrections 
to make, and it is easier to make 
them as you go along than after- 
wards. 

A stamp map at this stage is thrill- 
ing to behold, for you see it slowly 
and beautifully growing into its fina! 
form! 

When the stamps are all affixed 
go over the map with a soft eraser 
and carefully remove a'l pencil marks 
thumb prints, and smudges which the 
map has acquired in the making. Now 
give the stamps a final straighten 
ing, pressing firmly back into p'ace 
any that may have strayed out of 
line. At last your map is ready fo 
the picture-framer.

the lower right hand corner shou! 
be placed the name and addvess cf 
the map-maker! The _inscrip‘ion 
which should be neatly lettered or 
the art-board, or typed out on a car 
and pasted in, may read as follows:

A simple black frame, three-fourths 
of an inch in width, will set off the 
stamp map to best advantage. Cau- 
tion the picture-framer to make sure 
that all the stamps are still in place, 
and none of them crooked, before he 
finally sets the glass.

pack is opened and that Scott is per- 
mitted to recognize that such stamps 
were made but not permitted to show 
that they exist, which pricing them 
would imply. 


William J. Kuehnle wishes to know 
if the United States has demonetized 
any of its stamps. Shortly after the 
outbreak of the war between the 
States, in 1862, all stamps issued pre- 
viously to that time were demonetized, 
i. e., no longer good for postage. The 
purpose of this order was to forestall 
the use of such stamps in the posses- 
sion of postmasters on the other side. 
We believe the procedure followed to 
carry out this order was to issue a 
new series of stamps of different de- 
sign (the 1863 issue) and advertise- 
;ments were published to the effect that 
all old issues would be redeemed up 
to a certain date after which the old 
stamps would no longer be valid for 
postage. 

Mr. Kuehnle also is looking for an 
explanation of grills. This will be 
found in last week’s column. 


R. A. Stewart wishes to know where 
to find the “dot over s” variety of the 
White Plains issue. This is found 
over the first S of States in the 9th 


stamp of the lower left exhibition 
pane of 25 with the plate number 
18774. The lower left pane may be 


identified by the fact that it has wider 
margins at the left and bottom. 


The philatelic press has been full, 
recently, of the news that an entire 
imperforated sheet of, 200 Mothers’ 
Days stamps is to be or has been 
placed on the market. Such a piece 
could not have come out of the Bureau 
except as the result of favoritism as 
this issue was cut into panes of 50 
stamps before being distributed. Such 
material can be classed with the im- 
perforate Spanish issues of a few 
years ago which were never sold over 
the counter and never should have ap- 
peared. 

Something of interest should appear 
before long as this mess of imperfor- 
ates of various kinds cannot remain 
forever an unsolved mystery. 


Special Postcard Rates 


A clipping from Mr. Spanton tells of 
special rates on posteards sent to Eu- 
rope, during the time of the Euchar- 
istic Congress, held in Buenos Aires. 
The cost, in addition to the regular 
postage on postcards, was 25c. This 
reduced rate was in effect for the Air 
France machines leaving Buenos Aires

With the departure of the last ship- 
ment-of covers and mail for the Byrd 
second: Antarctic Expedition, figures 
aye near enough complete to make a 
brief summary of what has happened 
since the Byrd: stamp was issued, Oc- 
tober 9, 1933. First day sales amount- 
ed-to -245,000-stamps. Although the 
printing orders for this stamp called 
for an- issue of 15 million, the number 
issued was recently published by the 
Post Office department as 11,300,800. 
However after the perforated Byrd 
stamp was removed from the Agency 
list. this past week, the Division of 
Stamps compiled a figure of 6,048,253 
as-the actual number of the stamps 
which were sold. The difference be- 
tween the issued figures and the sold 
figures is due to the large number of 
the poorly centered stamps received 
in the Agency. So long as these 
stamps were not to be sold anywhere 
but at the Agency, there was no way 
for theni to dispose of poorly centered 
ones except, by redeeming and de- 
stroying’ them. 

The first lot of covers sent with the 
Byrd expedition were estimated at 
some 56,000 all of which were franked 
with the perforated stamps, issue of 
1933. 

The imperforate Byrd pane was is- 
sued in New York on February 10, 
1934. The Branch Agency at Rocke- 
feller Center took in some $35,000 that 
day selling 190,000 panes of stamps 
(six to a pane). This was the day 
when a record was established for 
number of pieces of mail canceled, at 
this time 450,000.. Of course, not all 
of this matl was first day covers, con- 
siderable of it was sent through to 
secure the special Post Office Station 
cancelation. 

. The second lot of mail dispatched 
to the Byrd Expedition, has been es- 
timated. at 50,000 covers. This mail 
carried various combinations of the

Byrd stamps, some covers carried full 
panes of the imperforates, ge 
singles, pairs or blocks of either 
both of the two kinds of Byrd aon 
but as a bystander w atching this mail 
put up, the opinion was gathered, 
that the perforated stamps predomi- 
nated on the covers. If such be the 
case the covers either imperforates 
alone, or in combination with the perf- 
orated stamps will most likely be the 
prize packages for the second mailing. 

As mentioned above the Byrd perf- 
orated stamp is no longer available at 
the Agency, but the imperforate panes 
still seem to be plentiful, although it 
would not be amiss to get these while 
the getting is good, if they are not 
in your collection. No one can tell 
when the supply may run out, and 
with their useful purpose fulfilled, it 
would be most unlikely that a reprint 
would be ordered at this late date for 
either the perforated or unperforated 
Byrd stamps. 

The report was made in this col- 
umn that the Lindbergh airmail book- 
let had been removed from the Agency 
list. That was not surprising, as these 
booklets had been on sale a long time, 
and apparently were not popular. 
Their unpopularity has been shown 
in various ways, one report being that 
one postmaster to get rid of his sup- 
ply of the booklets, took them apart, 
and sold the stamps as called for by 
patrons of the air mail. But figures 
presumably tell no untruths, the total 
number of booklets (Lindbergh air- 
mail) sold was 145,560. If you have 
one of these airmail booklets in your 
collection, it is not only one of a small 
issue, but it is also the only booklet 
of airmail stamps that Uncle Sam 
has issued. 


AND—ARE THE SMALL IM- 
PERFORATE PANES POPULAR ?— 
Apparently, stamp clubs are voting 
ce these stamps with their fin- 
gers crossed, or else vote against them 
with their right hand, while reaching 
for them with their left. Because, it 
has been necessary to increase still 
further the printing orders for the le 
imperforate Parks, this time by 200,- 
000 panes. This makes in all a total 
order of 800,000 of the small panes.

United States Stamps 


A clipping from a Philadelphia 
newspaper carries a story of an im- 
perforate sheet of Mother’s Day 
Stamps bearing the autograph of 
Postmaster General Farley that was 
being offered for sale in Philadelphia. 
It is claimed that the stamps mysteri- 
ously disappeared from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing at Washing- 
ton. 

Postal Inspectors in Philadelphia 
denied any knowledge of the stamps. 

The same news clipping above re- 
ferred to is followed by a Washington, 
D. C., United Press story as follows: 

“Post Office Department officials to- 
day were “skeptical” of published re- 
ports that an ungummed and imper- 
forated sheet of Mother’s Day stamps 
bearing the signature of Postmaster 
General James A. Farley was being 
offered stamp collectors by a Phila- 
delphia dealer. 

Officials pointed out that it would 
be nearly impossible to spirit the sheet 
away from the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving, as reported. 

Farley purchased six sheets ungum- 
med and imperforated. These sheets 
he autographed and distributed to 
President Roosevelt and Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, Third Assistant Post- 
master General Clinton C. Eilenberger 
and Farley’s three children.” 

The meat of the cocoanut is in the 
last paragraph of the above clipping. 
“Farley purchased six sheets ungum- 
med and imperforated”. If Farley can 
have the privilege of purchasing for 
$3.00 a sheet, of ungummed and im- 
perforated Mother’s Day Stamps, why 
not let any other collector have the 
same privilege. Surely it is not a 
privilege of any Postmaster General 
or any other Government official to 
purchase such stamps. 

Such stamps, so purchased, may 
eventually fall into the hands of stamp 
collectors and in that event would sell 
for 100 times their original face value. 

The mere distribution of such 
stamps by any means is detrimental 
to the welfare of the hobby of stamp 
collecting. 

At the meeting of the Rubber City 
Stamp Club of Akron, Ohio, on De- 
cember 1, 2, there was much rumor 
afloat of various recent issues that 
have been let out of the Department 
at Washington in condition other than 
as regularly issued. We were told of 
imperforate blocks of the current $5.00 
Postage stamp with inverted center,

imperforate blocks of the current 20c 
stamp, freak copies of various of the 
recent Parks issue and it was pre- 
dicted by some present that the entire 
Parks Series would doubtless appear 
in imperforate form. 

Such manipulation of our Postage 
Stamps is detrimental to the good 
name that has been borne by U. S. 
Postal Issues. If we must have these 
things happen, if part perf., imperf. 
and other freak stamps are to be pre- 
pared and given out as favors, let the 
same stamps be put on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency for those collectors 
who will wish to purchase them. 
Otherwise, such stamps are certain to 
turn up in dealers hands from time to 
time when collectors will be bilked of 
big money for the trash. 

A way to block the distribution of 
such stamps should be found. For 
those that are already in the hands of 
various people, collectors or otherwise, 
we urge that the Publishers of the 
Standard Catalogue list the stamps 
and classify them for what they are, 
forever _— a ban on them and 
disregard recognizing them as United 
States Postage Stamps. 

A continuation of the issue of 
stamps in this manner will soon make 
our postage stamps on a par with 
— known Seebeck issues of the nine- 
ies 

Here is a subject that can be laid 
in the lap of the newly formed Fed- 
eration of Stamp Clubs. yet we have 
found little if any comment on this 
subject in the journal of this organiza- 
tion.

Now and then I receive a letter in- 
quiring about sources of supply. Each 
and every collector will no doubt have 
a different proposition to face. In 
some towns you may be able to get a 
clerk save the stamps from the mail 
of a department store, in other places 
there may be either a paper mill or 
waste paper company and an employee 
may be induced to save what stamps 
he can for you. What you pay for the 
stamps is entirely up to you, and the 
one that is saving for you. 

Most of the precancel dealers feel- 
that they can offer better values, put 
up in various size packets their sur- 
plus precancels. In lots of this nature 
you can get stamps free of paper, and 
the chances are that you will at least 
get a few for your collection, no doubt 
some as replacers and a nice variety 
to trade. I don’t believe that any two 
dealers will offer duplicate lots which 
you would be almost sure to get if 
ordering a thousand variety packet 
of foreign stamps from different 
dealers no matter if one were situat- 
ed on the west coast and the other on 
the east coast. 

Glancing over LINN’S for Dec. Ist 
I note that Thomas Music Store offers 
on page 85, a 1000 mixture at $1, and 
also a 300 variety packet at $1. From 
the mixture you should not expect so 
much but the packet at that price 
should contain some above the average 
precancels. 

On page 90 Zieglers Stamp Shop of- 
fers a packet of 100 varieties for 45c. 
Claiming that the packet contains Bi- 
Cents, Commems. Spec. Del. Dues and 
Bureau Prints. These people have of- 
fered this packet for quite some time 
and it must be as advertised or the ad 
would not be there. 

On page 97 you will note Adolph 
Guneschs precancel mixtures. They 
are graded according to quality. Mr. 
Gunesch has offered this sort of mix- 
tures for several years now, and no 
doubt it is popular and in demand or 
it would not have survived the test of 
time. 

In the classified ads on page 95 the 
Fidelity Stamp Co. offers a large list 
of packets and mixtures. 

Hansen of Winnetka Ill. offers a 
mixture by weight, and W. E. Mell- 
inger offers 30 different California for 
40c which should be worth the money 
and interest collectors of the mid-west 
and east.

Farley Asked To Brand 
Our Stamps 





Marion F. Peters, a big “butter and 
cattlemen” of Plainview, Texas, has 
requested Postmaster General Farley 
to recognize the cattle industry by is- 
suing a postage stamp with a typical 
cattle brand as the design. It is said 
that Mr. Peters has the largest collec- 
tion of cattle brands in the world and 
that he has made arrangements with 
Charles T. Coiner, artist who fash- 
ioned the NRA blue eagle, to design a 
suggestive layout for a typical cattle 
brand for submission to the P. O. D. 

If we must have cattle brands on 
our stamps why not let down the bars 
and permit the use of fancy marks on 
registered covers. Encourage each city 
and town to design a symbolic mark 
for use in cancellations or registered 
mail. 

A mark symbolic of any city could 
be registered with the department at 
Washington and this mark would be 
used only in the city in which it was 
registered. The use of such a mark 
would identify registered mail of any 
city, help protect the mail by mak- 
ing it more difficult to open regis- 
tered mail as the marks could be 
stamped both on the stamps and 
across the backs of the envelopes and 
any tampering would have to be done 
with a view to remarking with a simi- 
lar mark. 

Further than that Mr. Farley can 
promote a widespread use of regis- 
tered mail in small towns as hundreds 
of collectors would soon start saving 
these Branded Stamps and many of 
them would send letters to postoffice 
all over the country for the sole pur- 
pose of getting the Brand Marks of 
the particular postoffice.
